"Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary care that include; The use of 
appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and the availability of emergency, 
weekend, and holiday care" 

On 22 February 2003, Licensee observed progressive health problems (vomiting, listiessness, dehydration) in three 11-day 
old tiger cubs (bom 11 February 2003) while on exhibit in Thornton, CO. The first cub died on the morning of 22 Feb, the 
second cub died later during the day, and the third cub died later that evening. The cubs were in immediate need of 
appropriate veterinary care and none was provided. Licensee must provide adequate emej^ency veterinary care for all 
regulated animals. To be corrected immediately. Additionally, the current Program of Veterinary Care, Section III, Wild and 
Exotic Animals, has no provision for emergency care. There is no documented plan as to how Licensee intends to handle 
emergency veterinary care issues for the wild and exotic animals. Licensee must provide in the Program of Veterinary Care, 
a clear description of how he intends to provide emergency, weekend, and holiday care, especially when on traveling exhibit.

HANDUNG OF ANIMALS. 

"Handling of all animals shall be done as expeditiously and carefully as possible in a manner that does not cause trauma, 
overheating, excessive cooling, behavioral stress, physical harm, or unnecessary discomfort. .. Young or Immature animals 
shall not be exposed to rough or excessive public handling or exhibited for periods of time which would be detrimental to their 
health or well-being.... Animals shall be exhibited only for periods of time and under conditions consistent with their good 
health and well-being." 

The three tiger cubs which died on 22 February 2003, had been handled for photographs with the public on the day prior to 
their deaths, and had been transported from Ohio to Iowa to Colorado two days prior. Considering these cubs were 
approximately 8 days old at tfie time which they v^re acquired from OWo by the Licensee on 19 February 2003^ transportation 
and handling stresses cannot be ruled out as contributing to their failed health on 22 Febnjary. The cubs had been handed 
by the public during photograph sessions on 21 February, which consisted removing the animats from their heated 
enclosure, exposure to cold vt^rehouse temperatures, and bottle fed during the photographs. Two of the cubs had not yet 
<^ned their eyes. Licensee must be aware of the potential adveree health effects of such stresses on very young animals 
and must not transport or handle animals in a manner which may be detrimental to their health. To be corrected immediately.
